SENATE BALKS 
PLAN TO REACH 
RELIEF ACCORD 


Move to Have Special 
Group Draft Relief 
Program Is Sent 
To Commtitee. 


Harrisburg, July IO (AP). — The 
senate shunted aside today two 
moves to set up a “harmony” com­ 
mittee to restart the flow of cash, 
food and clothing to Pennsylvania's 
half-million needy. 
Reconvening after an all-night 
session, the senate fell into ajiother 
long period of oratory after J. Al­ 
bert Reed. Washington democrat, 
proposed a committee of five sena­ 
tors to "immediately determine the 
minimum amount of money neces­ 
sary for relief until the end of Jan­ 
uary.” 
The republican majority quickly 
shoved tile resolution into a com­ 
mittee. 
The Washington senator urged 
the committee suggest "a just and 
lair program of taxation,” and to 
report to the legislature Monday 
night. 
"In order to prevent widespread 
suffering and distress, it is the sense 
of this senate that partisanship for 
the present be discarded and a prop­ 
er 
relief program prepared and 
adopted,” the resolution said. 
Urges Relief Rations 
A second njpve for a "harmony" 
committee to settle the relief dispute 
was made by George L. Woodward. 
Philadelphia republican. It too went 
to committee. 
Representative Darlington Hoopes, 
socialist, proposed that each legis­ 
lator be bound to eat no more than 
18 cents worth of fo<xi per day un­ 
til the relief tangle is straightened 
out. 
He Introduced a resolution pro­ 
viding that violators of the pledge 
be required to cook that amount of 
food on the relief board’s fuel allow­ 
ance of two-thirds of a cent per day. 
"Most members of the general as­ 
sembly have a very slight under­ 
standing of the human problems of 
those who are compelled to exist 
on present relief allowances,” he 
said. 


U. S. PROBING 
PARKERS' CASE 


Federal Government Consid­ 
ers Plea to Aet in M en­ 
del Kidnapping. 


Washington, July IO—The U. S. 
Department of Justice at Washing- 
took under consideration Thursday 
a formal request that the Federal 
Government act in the Paul H. 
Wendel kidnapping case. 
The request was sent by tile 
Brooklyn Federal District Attorney, 
who proposed tile Government in­ 
tervene. 
Attorney General Cum­ 
mings refused to comment. In New­ 
ark a committee of Federal Grand 
Jurors was reported to have confer­ 
red with Federal Judge Guy L. 
Fake on possible Federal procedure, 
but neither the Judge nor the jurors 
would issue a statement. 
In Trenton, Governor Hoffman 
said he doesn’t think Federal au­ 
thorities will move in the matter. 
The evidence is conclusive, he said, 
that Wendel was taken from New 
York to New Jersey at his own re­ 
quest. 
He pointed to the fact no 
Federal action was taken in the case 
of Garrett Schenck taken from 
New Jersey to Pennsylvania by pri­ 
vate detectives probing the Lind­ 
bergh crime. 
Son Wore Woman’s C lothes 
Meanwhile, 
in 
Mt. 
Holly, 
the 
Parkers — Sr. and Jr. — laughed 
heartily as it was revealed the son 
adopted woman’s disguise to avoid 
arrest during the past weeks. 
The father thought his son’s trick 
was a good story. 
“I guess.” he said, "lie wore the 
clothes when he wanted to go out 
and have a good time because lie 
could not stay in hiding all the 
time.” 


Both Parkers were indicted by a 
Brooklyn Grand Jury several weeks 
ago, charged with being leaders in 
the move to kidnap Wendel and 
force from him his famous fake con­ 
fession of the Lindbergh kidnaping. 
Parker submitted to arrest, but 
his 
son 
disappeared. 
Recently, 
however, Governor 
Hoffman 
an­ 
nounced he would not extradite the 
father. 
Presumably having been 
waiting for such a decision, Parker 
Jr., “surrendered” to his father 
Thursday night, still wearing his 
yellow dress, yellow hat and white 
pumps. 
He was taken before Jus­ 
tice of the Peace Grady, a family 
friend, and released in $500 bail.
